PRESIDENT WILSON SENDS EMPHATIC REPLY TO GERMAN NOTE 


Washington, May 9.—Following is tho text of the note cabled 


tv Secretary Lansing to Ambassador Gerard at Berlin, with lu- 


s'lrljitions to deliver it to the German minister of foreign all'ain: 


•'The note of the Imperial.Germitn 
government 
under 


date of May 4, 1916, has received careful consideration by tho 
government of the United States. It is especially noted, u 
indicating the purpose of the Imperial government u to the 
future, that it is prepared to do its utmost to confine the op«ra- 
tion of the War for the refct of its duration to the fighting forces 
of the belligerents. And that it is determined to impose upon 
all its commanders at sea the limitations of the 
recognized 


rulM of inUrnif.onol law upon which the government of the 
United States hai insisted. 


"Throughout the months which hove 
elapsed 
since tho 


Imperial government nniiouiieod on February 4, 1915, its sub- 
marine' policy, now happily abandoned, tho government of the 
United States has' been constantly guided and restrained by 
motives of friendship in its.patient ^efforts 
to 
bring to an 


amicable settlement the critical questions arising from that 


policy. Accepting the Imperial government's declaration of 
its abandonment of the policy which has so seriously menaced 
the good relations between the two countries, the government 
of the United States will rely upon a scrupulous execution 


henceforth of the new altered policy of the Imperial govern- 
ment such as will remove the principal danger to an interrup- 
tion of the good relations existing between tho United States 


and Germany. 


"The jrovermm-iit of the United States feels it necessary 


to state that it takes it for granted that the Imperial German 
government docs not intend to imply that t!u> maintenance of 
its newly announced policy is in any way contingent upon the 
course or result of diplomatic negotiations between the govern- 
ment of the United States anil :uy other belligerent government, 
notwithstanding tho fact that certain passages in the Imperial 


government's note of the fourth instant might appear to be sus- 
ceptible of that construction. In order, however, io avoid any 
possible misunderstanding, the government of 
the 
United 


States notifies the Imperial government that it cannot for a 
moment entertain, much less discuss, a suggestion that respect 
by German naval authorities for the rights of citizens of the. ' 
United States upon the high seas should in any way or in the 
slightest degree be made contingent upon the conduct of any 
government affecting the rights of neutrals and non-combat- 
ants. Responsibility in such matters is single, not joint; abso- 
lute, not relative." 
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Funston Given 8,000 Additional Troops To Guard Border; 


ilitia Of Three States And More Regulars Sent By Wilson 


TO HOLD 


Washington, D. C., May 9.—National guardsmen' of three 


states, Arizona, New Mexico and Texas, were called out by Presi- 


dent Wilson today to aid in protecting the border against Mexican 


raiders. 


In addition, practically all remaining mobile troops of the 


regular army were ordered to join the border forces. By these or- 


ders approximately 8,000 additional troops were placed under 


Major General Funston's command. Behind the orders is the 


plain intimation by administration 
officials that 
the 
whole 


strength of the national guard will be similarly employed, if neces- 


sary. 
The orders were issued after a brief conference between 


President Wilson and Secretary Baker over a joint report from 


Generals Scott and Funston at El Paso. These two officers state/d 


that the Glenn Springs raid made it plain that the border ' guard 


must be materially increased. 


Secretary Baker issued this statement:

"The 
outbreak in the Big Bend district of the Rio Grande 


has so far further emphasized the 
danger of similar occur-, . 


rences along our long border that the president has called out 


the militia of Arizona, New Mexico and Texas and directed 


them to report to General Fur ston who will assign them to sta- 


tions along the border for patrol duty. 


"In addition to that, two additional regiments of regular 


infantry have been directed to proceed to the border and such 
further arrangements will be made as are necessary f or-the com- 
plete security of the people of the United States against raids"

OTE TO BERLIN IS 


HI EXPECTED 


'•'' 
~ Washington^ D. C., May 9.—America's latest note to Germany 


on the submarine controversy had gone forward to Berlin today • 
and administration officials were interested in knowing 
whether 


Germany would make any reply. It was intimated in German cir- 
cles that the Imperial government might not consider an answer 
necessary. 


The text of the note, made public last night shows that the 


United States accepts the German promises that submarine war- 
fare in the future will be altered to conform with recognized rules 
of international law. It insists, however, that Germany must not 
consider her respect for rights of American citizens on the high 
seas contingent on the conduct of any other belligerent with whom 
the United States may be negotiating. 


"Responsibility in such matters is single, not joint; absolute, 


not relative,'' says the note." 


Secretary Lansing gave out a statement 
explaining that a 


large part of the latest German reply dealt with questions concern- 
ing the.conduct of other belligerents which the American govern- 
ment could not discuss with the Berlin government. He 
stated, 


however, he considered Germany had "yielded to our representa- 
tions", and that "we can have no reason to quarrel with her," so 
long as the altered submarine policy is not violated. 


DEATH LIST WILL 
BE LARGE; OVER 
HONDREDJNJURED 


New York, May 9— At least four men are re- 


ported to have been killed outright and a hundred 
others to have sustained more or less serious injuries 
today in a dynamite explosion in the works of the 
Atlas Powder company at Lake Hopatcong, New Jer- 
sey-Owing to the isolated position of the plant defi- 
nite information as to the nature and extent of the 
explosion was difficult to obtain. 
, 


The explosion shook the surrounding country with the force of 


an earthquake, rocking houses on their foundations, bringing down 
ceiling and breaking windows. Some reports placed the dead as 
high as fifteen. 
The explosion occurred at 12:45 


o'clock in one of the mixing 
houses, a wooden, single story 
shuck, a considerable distance 
from the main plants. How the 
accident was caused could not" be 
learned. According to those who 
were at the scene, there was a 
sudden flash and then a tremend- 
ous crash. The force o£ the ex- 
plosion set oil' dynamite stored in 
another shack forty feet away, 
also killing its two occupants.

Oddly seeming to us, accustomed to our 
dailies flaring 


from the first page the exciting and sensational news of the hour, 
the first page of the London papers are completely filled with ad- 
vertising, set for the most in a manner similar to the "want" 
columns of the town, and it is there we read the many appeals for 
robMriptions. "The Lord Mayor's Appeal" nsks for funds 
for 


the atck and the wounded, help is naked for tho Royal navy pris- 
oners of war, some society Wants a movement for the education of 
th» sons of fallen officers financed, prisoners in Germany need as- 
sistance from home people, the wounded in Franco must have more 
necessities "and some luxuries, the Queen's West 
Surrey would 


like donations and gifts, especially of socks, gramophones would 
cheer the convalescent wounded, kits would be most acceptable to 
officers, the Polish victims are starving for lack of relief, and the 
Belgians can be helped in. a dozen different ways, and so forth and 
so on; British army horses are "doing their bit" and therefore 
subscribe cats, yes, even eats, the London Institution for Lost Cats 
tells us are in dire straits and it "earnestly pleads for help to keep 
the Cats' Home open—badly hit by this (cruel war." 
It also in- 


forms the charitably inclined thatsince its foundation in 1896, the 
instituion has received 374,966 cats, besides dogs, and between 50 
and 60 cats are received every day and destroyed in the lethal 
chamber. 


The news columns too are mostly filled with, war "stuff", but it 


is so vague and general in relation as to be of slight interest and 
less informing. Evidently the censor is efficient on his job and 
there is scant real news.
